The resi- 
due, including the business of the 
New York Banknote Co., is left 
to Miss Allen, who he names as 
executrix. Miss Allen .is treasurer 
of the banknote company, and has 
been closely associated with Ken- 
dall in the management of the 
business for many years. 

She Can Save Business.

“She is thoroughly honest, 
knows the vast complication of my 
business as well as I do, and in 
many instances, better, and is the 
only person who does. Be the 
choice a wise one or not, it is the 
only one that can save the busi- 
ness from immediate wreck.’’

Machinery and Good Will 
of Plant Left to Employe 
on Condition He Buy the 
Raw Material. 


Twenty-nine years ago Richard 
P. Keller, then a boy of 15, began 
working in the sorghum evapor- 
ator manufacturing plant of George 
lL. Niehaus as a “helper’—doing 
a little bit of everything. 

He was a steady, faithful em- 
ploye, and after years of service 
had, as he thought, al? the reward 
he might expect—the foremanship 
of the plant at 316 South Third 
street and a weekly salary of $40, 
cut, however, to $35 in the dull 
winter months. 

He never complained at the re- 
duction, and now is glad he didn't. 
Niehaus died becenthy. and his 
will, filed yesterday for probate, 
shows Keller's real reward. 

Terms of the Will. 

To the “faithful employe” is be- 
queathed the emplover’s business. 
Iie gets the machinery and good 
will on condition that he purchase 
the stock of raw materials on 
hand. In addition, he is given $100 
a year for each of his 29 years of 
service, and will receive $10,000 
from Niehaus’ estate when the 
principal is divided among several 
heirs after the death of life bene- 
ficiaries. 

Keller is allowed 69 days to 
make up his mind if hée wants to 
take the business, and a year to 
pay for the stock. He didn’t need 
60 minutes to decide to take it. 

“It's a good business, but . 1 


haven’t any idea what tt’s worth," 
he told. a Post-Dispately reporter 


yesterday in his little. thrée-room 
frame cottage at 4120 Beethoven 
avenue, his only property before 
the Niehaus bequest. 

“IT had charge of the manufac- 
turing and shipping, but Mr. Nie- 
haus kept the books. I only know 
we keep 12 men busy in the sum- 
mer turning out evaporators for 
Sears-Roebuck, Montgomery, Ward 
& Co., and other big concerns that 
sell to the farmer. Only three mnen 
are needed in winter, but it’s a 
good business, a mighty good busi- 
ness.

ALIBI DEFENSE

Largely upon the identification

“In other words, a measure orig- 
inally considered so important as 
to call for publication by the chief 
leaders of the administration and 
which caught the attention of the 
ends of the earth has by taeit con- 
sent been passed over for other 
proposals, which, however impor- 
tant, are little known to the coun- 
try at large. Senator Lodge in his 
apologies for inaction, damns the 
court with faint praise.’’ 

Root’s Part in Plan.

BERLIN, May 1.—The Reich's 
May day was ushered in with a 
melodramatic prelude. The police 
throughout the country have is- 
sued proclamations forbidding 
communist gatherings and warnings 
citizens to avoid illegal assemblies. 

Acting under instructions from 
Moscow, the communists, appar- 
ently ignoring the prohibition of 
the poliee, plan to reap election 
gains by provoking clashes. be- 
tween Government forces and 
working men. Unschlicht, head of 
the Cheka at Moscow, has. ar- 
rived in Berlin to aid communists 
here in the propaganda. 

In Gelsenkirchen communist 
miners have already engaged in an 
epic battle with the police. Two 
strike leaders barricaded them- 
selves in a house after the police 
had hunted them for’ sabotage. 
The police stormed their shelters. 
Shots were exchanged for 12 hours. 
Finally the fire denartment was 
called. The firemen proposed to 
smoke out the fugitives by setting 
the wooden house afire. But a 
pouring rain foiled this plan. The 
police attacked once more. One 
of them was killed and another 
wounded. When they crashed 
through the door they found both 
of the communist leaders dead. 

The arrival of Unschlicht leads 
to the supposition that communists 
plan to make the occasion memor- 
able.

Holy Week.

The authorities having decided to 
allot two days to the celebration, 
tomorrow will be giver over to pa- 
rades of the Communistic Boy 
Scouts and children of the working 
classes, who, will take the oath of 
allegiance to the revolutionary 
principles at Lenine’'s shrine. 

Hundreds of thousands of work- 
men, with their families, and many 
Government employes marched 
from all parts of the city today 
bearing flaming banners and flags 
and converged upon the mauso- 
leum in Red Square, forming a 
spectacle hardly less impressive 
than that at the funeral of ‘the 
Premier. 

Special platoons of military po- 
lice guarded the thoroughfares to 
insure unimpeded passage for the 
long columns of workmen and their 
families. Ambulances were sta- 
tioned in the congested areas to 
render first aid to the _ injured. 
Groups of unarmed Red troops 
joined the civillan processions, be- 
ing under orders not to organize 
separate demonstrations. 

Trotezky Praises Late Premier. 

Speeches were made by War 
Minister Trotzky and others in 
which the Socialistic ideals and 
life work of Lenine were the prin- 
cipal themes. All Government 
buildings, shops and homes were 
profusely decorated with masses of 
crimson flags and streamers, while 
Red Square abounded with illum- 
inated banners, inscriptive legends, 
electric signs and portraits of the 
revolutionary leaders. 

Directly behind Lenine’s black 
wooden tomb appeared the huge 
Red placard: “Our banner is Len- 
ine. Our weapon is Leninism. The 
aim of the world is revolution.” 

The battlemented walls of the 
Kremlin and the adjoining graves 
of John Reed and other revolut- 
tioneary figures were decorated 
with banners bearing inflammatory 
inscriptions.

TOKIO, May 1.—Under the 
watchful eve of 3000 police re- 
serves and with other officers sta- 
tioned at strategic points, more 
than 10,900 workers paraded 
through Tokio at noon today in one 
of the most picturesque and order- 
ly May day labor demonstrations 
witnessed here. 

An unexpected thrill occurred 
when a naval balloon, sailing over 
the city, was forced down at the 
busiest intersection amid crowds 
awaiting the singing marchers. The 
craft, which broke electric tram 
wires, and held up traffic for a 
time, was slightly damaged, but no 
one was injured. 

Police walked at the head, sides 
and rear of the procession and min- 
gled in squads with the marchers 
to keep the situation in hand. The 
most popular air of the marching 
thousands was a labor hymn sung 
to the tune of “Maryland, My Mary- 
land.” Songs of a red tinge had 
been forbidden by authorities.

mony, defense attorneys for the 
Monsanto Chemical Works today 
began the presentation of witnesses 
in the Federal! Court to prove their 
contention that saccharin, the 
sugar substittfte, is ‘positively 
harmless,” as it was so advertised 
in 1916. 

The Government's contention is 
that it is a “harmful” product, 


fused as a food or sweetener, and 


that in so advertising the article— 
a practice since abandoned—the 
company was guilty of violation of 
the misbranding section of the U. 
§ Food and Drug Act. 

The first defense witness. today 
was Dr. Olney Ambrose, @ St. Louis 
physician, Who was cross-examined 
by District Attorney Curry and 
Special Counsel Horrigan, a solici- 
tor for the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, conducting 
the Government's case. He was: 
questioned as to experiments he 


conducted {in 1917-in giving sac-.) 


charin to thre@ medical students 
of, St. Louls University. 


The three students were given 
daily doses of saccharin in addition 
to their regular diet, beginning 
with three-tenths of a gram and in- 
creasing over a period of two weeks 
to one’ gram, or 15-grains, Dr. Am- 
brose testified. They were exam- 
ined daily in the office of Dr. R. B. 
H. Gradwohl, he declared, and they 
remajned throughout the period 
“symptom-free’’—no headaches, no 
loss of appetite or any evidence of 
discomfort. 

Indigestible, Expert Saye, 

In closing the Government's case, 
District Attorney Curry recalled to 
the stand Pref. Anton J. Carlson, 
head of the Department of Physi- 
ology at the University of Chicago, 
the Government's principal expert 
witness. Prof. Carlson testified 
that saccharin was indigestible in 
any form, whether taken in con- 
centrated powder form or in solu-, 
tion. 

Other experts called by the Gov- 
ernment included Dr. Haven Emer- 
son, professor of preventive medi- 
cine at Columbia University; Dr. 
Ellsworth Smith Jr., and Dr. Al- 
bert E. Taussig, instructor in in- 
ternal medicine at Washington 
University. They uniformly testi- 
fied they had prescribed saccharin 
as a sugar substitute for persons 
afflicted with diabetes, and noted 
digestive disorders, loss of appe- 
tite and general health 
ment. 

Attorney Theodore Rassieur, for 
the defense, drew from the wit- 
nesses admission that they had pre- 
scribed as high ‘as five grains a 
day, an admittedly excess amount. 
The witnesses also admitted that 
certain persons showed greater tol- 
eration for saccharin than others. 

New Government Witnesses. 

These witnesses had testified at 
the trial of the company four years 
azo, which resulted in a mistrial, 
the jury voting 7 to 5 for con- 
viction after two-days’ delibera- 
tion. Yesterday the Government 
sprang a surprise in the introduc- 
tion of a ‘dezen new witnesses. 
They were chiefly young women 
employes in thé Government serv- 
ice at Washington, or connected 
with Ohio State University at Col- 
umbus, and it developed they had 
been recruited in January as vol- 
unteers to undergo experiments in 
saccharin consumption at the be- 
hest of the Bureau of Chemistry of 
the Department of Agriculture. 

The witnesses were supplied with 
quantities of saccharin in crystal 
form, and instructed to use it in 
both concentrated form and in so- 
lution to sweeten grapefruit, ce- 
reals, coffee and other articles of 
food requiring sweetening, and to 
note the effects. Testimony was 
unanimous that appetitea fell off, 
headaches resulted, and, in in- 
stances, there were abdominal 


impair- 


| pains. 


The defense made much of the 
inference that the witnesses were 
psychically inclined to develop 
symptoms, favorable to the Govern- 
ment’s case, because of the induce- 
ment of the trip to 8t. Louis with 
expenses paid. Again the quantitics 
of saccharin censumed by the ex- 
perimenters, the defense brought 
out, was frequently in great excess 
to that commended, one witness 
atimitting she sweetened her grape- 
fruit with.a quantity of saccharin 
equivalent to six pounds of sugar.

NEW ORLEANS, May § 1.—Jo- 
seph Rini and Andrew Lamantia, 
Chicago; Joseph Bocchio, St. Louis; 
Roy Leona and Joseph Giglio,

shadow of the gallows, after hav- 
ing expended large sums in an 
effort to escape the hangman’s 
noose, and after having invoked the 
aid of the King of Italy in their 
behalf. 

The men; who are sentenced to 
hang at Amite, May 9, for the mur- 
der of Dallas Calmes at Independ- 
ence, three years ago, made their 
last stand for life yesterday and 
lost, the Board of Pardons, after 
a lengthy session, refusing to send 
a recommendation for clemency to 
the Governor. ik | 

Three of the condemned men are | 
Italiam citizens, two are Italians im- | 
migrants, who have been natural- 
ized, and the sixth is of Italian 
parentage. One served in the army 
and another in-the navy during the 
World War. 

Gov. Parker has announced he 
would not interfere with execution 
of the sentence. He has said the 
evidence at the trial of the men 
proved them guilty and that the 
confession of one of the sextette 
last week only made it certain be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt. 
Governor Will Not Interfere. 
The Governor announced yester- 
day he had received several ‘“‘black 
hand’ letters, threatening him 
with death unless he commuted the 
men’s sentence.

It was 
defended and extolled as a divine 
institution by precisely the same 
type of clerical mind that defénds 
and extols@rohibition. -#t ate out 
the vitals of our nation for’ over 
a half century, just as prohibition 
is doing now. It was incorporated 
in our constitutional system, an 
even as late as 1861 the attempt 
was made so to amend the Consti- 
tution that ‘it could never be 
abolished. Even ‘after Lincoln 
had been inaugurated and the Civil 


ratified by the states of Ohio, 
Maryland and Illinois. Men and 
women of the highest intelligence 
and noble character who hated 
slavery were called upon to accept 
it and to obey the laws based upon 
it because they were the law- Pre- 
cikely the same arguments are 
urged in support of the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act, 
and precisely the same attitude is 
taken toward them. My own feel- 
ing toward prohibition is exactly 
the feeling which my parents and 
my grandparents had toward slav- 
ery. I look upon the Volstead act 
precisely as they looked upon tke 
Fugitive Slave Law. Like Abra- 
ham Lincoln, I shall obey these 
laws so long as they remain. upon 
the statute book; but, lke Abra- 
ham Lincoln, I shall not rest until 
they are repealed. The issue is one 
of plain, simple, unadorned mor- 
ality.
